Trial Is Advised 


Thousands of Charges Against Kaiser 
Being Investigated 

J.ondon, — Proceedings against the 
former German emperor are advised 
in special report by a sub-committee 
of the commission charged with in- 
quiring into violations of the laws of 
war, appointed two months ago, The 
parent body has*done a great deal of 
work through its sub-committees each 
of which was assigned some particu- 
lar phases of the violations charged 
against enemy countries. Plans for a 
tribunal which will try cases in which 
violations of the laws of war are al- 
leged have already been submitted, 

One of the most difficult phases 
of the work has been the inquiry into 
ill-treatment of prisoners, the  em- 
ployment behind the firing lines, ille- 
yal methods of warfare, misuse of 
the Red Cross flag; bombardments of 
hospitals and the execution of Miss 
Edith Cavell and Captain Fryatt. The
